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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent no. 
4,390,142 to Cheng. 

Cheng discloses a hollow core (18, 42) having a cylindrical shape; a pair of flanges 52 
formed on opposite ends of the hollow core; and a pair of door members (20, 22) provided on 
outer peripheries 54 of the flanges and working in cooperation with the hollow core and the 
flanges to define a fishing line housing; wherein the door members are provided on the outer 
peripheries 54 of the flanges in such a fashion that a rear end of each of the door members is 
connected rotatably on the outer periphery so that the door members change postures from a 
closed posture in which tips of the door members are brought into contact to each other and an 
open posture in which the tips depart from each other; the flanges 52 has a circular shape and the 
door members are formed from an elastic disc; the door members are curved (see Figure 4) and 
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tips/pinch plates (70, 72) press against each other; the hollow core, flanges, door members are 
formed integrally from a resin.
